Indianapolis—The golden jubilee 
celebration of the establishment of 
the State Council of the Knights 
of Columbus in Indiana will take 

lace here, Sunday, November 11, 
it was announced by John F. Mur- 
phy, Ninth District Deputy and 
chairman of the program for the 
local observance. 


Since the first council was estab- 
lished here in 1899 under the guid- 
ance of William J. Mooney, In- 
dianapolis, Territorial Deputy of 
the Knights of Columbus in this 
area at that time, Indianapolis was 
selected as the site for the jubilee, 
said Murphy. He also stated that 
the location of the city was of 
prime consideration. 

According to the jubilee chair- 
man, the celebration is anticipated 
by four months.

Franco To Restore Free 


Trade Unions In Spain 


Utrecht, Holland—(NC)—The International Federation 


of Christian Trade Unions has 


appealed to General Francisco 


Franco “to restore the Spanish trade union life on a basis of 


sound freedom.” 


Such a step, says a memorandum submitted to Spain’s 
Chief of State, would have “immense repercussions” abroad 


and would “greatly facilitate the 


integration of Spain into the com- 
munity of free nations.” 


Furthermore, the appeal said, 
Spanish workers, “now living under 
a system of distressing compul- 
sion,” would be greatly strengthen- 
ed in the love for their country 
“when they will get the means to 
ensure, by their work, a decent life 
in a climate of liberty.” Through 
free trade unions, workers would 
also get “a mighty safeguard 
against the speculations of what- 
ever kind, of which they may still 
be the defenseless victims.” 


The International Federation of 
Christian Trade Unions (IFCTU) 
was founded in 1920. The princi- 
pal countries having Christian 
trade unions affiliated with the 
IFCTU are France, Belgium, Neth- 
‘erlands and Canada. The Federa- 
tion has consultative status with 
the Economie and Social Coun- 
cil of the United Nations and the 
International Labor Organization. 
Its secretary general is P. J. 8. Ser- 
rarens. 


Recalling that throughout its ex- 
istence the IFCTU has always been 
attached to the principle of free- 
dom of trade unions, which is in 
accordance with the social doctrine 
of the Catholic Church, the memor- 
andum declares: 


“For all these reasons, the Inter- 
national Federation of Christian 
Trade Unions, acting on behalf of 
all its affiliated organizations, joins 
the Bishops and priests of Spain 
to ask you to abolish the present 
trade union system and to restore 
the freedom of association which is 
a natural right of man and the es- 
sential condition for a free and har- 
monious social life.” 


The IFCTU has protested several 
times against the prevailing trade 
union system in Spain, the memor- 
andum says, adding: 


“This system has introduced a 
single trade union organization 
which has been subordinated to a 
political party and incorporated in- 
to a system of government. In this 
system of State trade unions the 
worker is deprived of natural and 
efficient defense by freely consti- 
tuted organizations and left at the 
mercy of the uncontrollable forces 
of capitalist or political speculation. 
The present standards of Spanish 
workers show in a clear, though 
distressing, way the truth of our 
assertions. 


“Bearing this in mind; the Chris- 
tian trade union organizations of 
various countries as well as the 
IFCTU have expressed their soli- 
darity with the workers of the 
Basque country and other regions 
of Spain when, by striking work, 
they manifested their dissatisfac- 
tion with their present conditions. 
This was a case of rightful defense 
which should not have induced a 
government to take repressive mea- 
sures, as was the case in Spain.” 


The memorandum concludes with 
an expression of “sincerest wishes 
for the progress of your country 
under a system of liberty which, in 
the respect of the personality of the 
worker and the integrity of the 
family and the freely constituted 
organizations, ensures to all citi- 
zens the highest standards of well- 
being and promotes the develop- 
ment of the personalities of the 
humblest and of the most favored.”

He made special studies in| Chancellor of 


Former Leader Of 
Dominicans Dies 


In France At 75 


Paris —(Radio, NC)—The Most 
Rev. Stanislas Gillet, Titular Arch- 
bishop of Nicea and former Master 
General of the Dominicans, died 
(September 4) in Aix-les-Bains, 
France, at the age of 75. Only a 
few days earlier he had been well 
enough to deliver a lecture. 


Son of a farming family in the 
Verdun region of eastern France, 
Archbishop Gillet joined the Order 
of Preachers when he was 22. He 
then left France because of the 
laws against religious orders in 
force at the time and went to Fri- 
bourg University in Switzerland to 
study for his doctoral derree in 
philosophy. 

After teaching at Louvain Uni- 
versity, Belgium, he returned to 
France in 1914 to join the French 
army as an infirmarian. 


Later he became a professor at 
the Catholic Institute in Paris and 
won an ever growing reputation as 
theologian, writer and orator. 


In 1927 he was elected provincial 
of his order in France and in 1929 
he was chosen as Master General 
of the Dominicans. As Master 
General he strengthened the An- 
gelicum, Dominican institute in 
Rome, and was instrumental in 
the canonization of St. Albertus 
Magnus. He travelled throughout 
the world to visit his order’s mis- 
sions. 


When his term of office as Mas- 
ter General came to an end in 1946 
he was credted Titular Archbishop 
of Nicea and named Consultor of 
the Sacred Congregation of Sem- 
inaries and Universities. He was 
a personal friend of His Holiness 
Pope Pius XII. 


The recipient of honorary de- 
rees from many universities, 
Archbishop Gillet published some 
100 works in the fields of ethics, 
philosophy, literature and art. He 
was director of a magazine for 
young people published in Paris 
and the founder of the French 
Catholic Theater Union. 


A preacher of great renown, he 
spoke at such historic occasions 
as the 1918 Victory Te Deum at 
the Basilica of the Sacred Heart in 
Paris, the Lacordaire Centenary in 
Notre Dame in Paris, and at the 
inauguration of the restored 
Rheims cathedral.

Citing the spiritual blessings 
and advantages which this restora- 
tion. Against the combined host 
Pontiff declares he realizes that 
“a mass of prejudices tenaciously 
prevents the realization of Christ’s 
prayer at the Last Supper ‘that 
all may be one.’ ”’ 

But, he adds, “We also realize 
that the power of prayer is so 
great that if those praying join 
the serried ranks of sure Faith 
in pure conscience, it can move 
mountains. We, therefore, ardent- 
ly desire that all those having at 
heart the restoration of Christian 


and the profession of their Chris- 
tian Faith exhort all, with an ever 
higher voice, to embrace this holy 
unity of the Church. 
“The hardened cross, blood- 
stained by the sufferings of so 
many other brothers and sons, 
strengthens the hope for the re- 
turn of those brothers and sons 
who have been separated from this 
Apostolic See for so long a time. 
Let nobody prevent or neglect 
God’s salutary work.” 

The Encyclical deals with the 
problems arising from the Council 
of Chalcedon under historical, 
dogmatic and pastoral aspects. In 
its second part it places particular 
emphasis on the primacy of the 
Pope of Rome, saying: “All those, 
especially in eastern countries, who 
because of the iniquity of the times 
are separated from the bosom and 
the unity of the Church, should 
render withottt hesitation the due 
reverent homage to the primacy of 
the Roman Pontiff, following the 
example and the footsteps of their 
fathers.” 

In dealing with the Christologi- 
eal question (that is the question 
concerning the natures and person 
of Christ) the Encyclical declares 
that the Council of Chalcedon may 
well be called the Council of the 
“God-Man” because it defined that

“The way toward this goal will 
be eased by that unprejudiced, dis- 
passionate reconstruction and eva- 
luation of past events which is 
more customary now than in the 
past,” the Encyclical adds.

All these should at least 
accept, in its entirety, the dogma 
defined by the Council, the docu- 
ment declares, adding: “The same 
doctrine should be considered with 
a deeper adherence to the truth by 
those who, moved by an exag- 
gerated desire for novelty, dare 
to unhinge in some way its legiti- 
mate and inviolable terms, when 
they consider the mystery through 
which we have been redeemed.” 
The Encyclical, which is dated 
September 8, Feast of the Nativity 
of the Blessed Virgin Mary, con- 
cludes with an appeal to make the 
commemoration of the Council of 
Chalcedon the oceasion for 
strengthening faith in the dogma 
defined there. 

“No one, enticed by the abberra- 
tions of human philosophy or de- 
ceived by the tortuosity of human 
language, dare shade with doubt or 
pervert with harmful innovations 
the dogma defined at Chalcedon,” 
the document concludes, “that in 
Christ there are two true and per- 
fect natures, one Divine and one 
human, joined together but not 
confused, and subsisting on the 
sole person of the Word.’

St. Isaac Jogueg and 
his seven companions left home 
and country to convert the na- 
tives of the new world, and they, 
too, paid the supreme price. Bad 
crops were blamed upon the mis- 
sionaries, and Jogues was sum- 
marily tortured 
tomahawked. Soon after his 


death 3,000 Huron Indians were 
converted to the faith. This dis- 
pleased the Iroquois, and present- 
ly they meeted out like treatment 
to the remaining missionaries, 


At the Introit of Wednesday’s 
Mass, the Church sings: “These 
are they who have come out of 
great tribulation and have washed 
their robes and have made them 
white in the blood of the Lamb.” 
(Apoe. 7, 14.) 

Further, at the Communion is 
sung: “Christ shall be magnified 
in my body, whether it be by life 
or by death. For to me, to live 
is Christ; and to die is gain.” 
(Phil. 1, 20-21.) The great Apos- 
tle knew the value of sacrificing 
his life for the cause of Christ.

§ ye morning’s Gospel tells of 
the king who prepares a mar- 
riage feast for his son. He sends 
messengers to call the guests, but 
they refuse to come. Still a second 
corps of messengers go out with a 
more urgent invitation: “All is 
ready. Come to the marriage.” But, 
as St. Matthew tells the parable, 
“They made light of it, and went 
off, one to his farm, and another 
to his business; and the rest laid 
hold of his servants, treated them 
shamefully, and killed them.” 
Thereupon the king destroyed 
the murderers and burnt their city. 


But the king did not abandon his 
plans for the banquet. He filled his 
hall instead with strangers, 
brought in from the highways. 


As he went into the dining room, 
he noticed one of the guests with- 
out a wedding garment. Since 
there was no explanation of such 
rudeness forthcoming, the man 
was thrown “into the darkness out- 
side, where there will be the weep- 
ing and the gnashing of teeth. For 
many are called but few are cho- 


| sen.’ 


With this parable, Our Lord is 
bringing matters to a head be- 
tween Himself and the ruling fac- 
tion of the Jews. 

The chief priests and Pharisees 
have heard Him talk. They have 
witnessed His miracles, They un- 
derstand His claims. And still they 
remain unbelieving. They have 
tried again and gg Bos trip Him 
up in His speech. They have ac- 
cused Him of violating the Sab- 
bath and consorting with sin- 
ners. In the face of stupendous 
miracles, they ask for still greater 


Jesus has become increasingly 
pointed in His speech, This present 
parable is the last of three deliver- 
ed toward the end of His publie 
ministry, all referring to His own 
rejection by the chosen people and. 


their gonsequent punishment by 
the Father. 


The Two Sons 


“A man had.two sons; and he 
came to the first and said, ‘Son, go 
and work today in my vineyard.’ 
But he answered and said, ‘I will 


not’; but afterwards he regretted 


it and went. And he came to the 
other and spoke in the same mane: 
ner, And this one answered, ‘I go, 
sir’; but he did net go. Which 
of the two did the father’s will?” 
They said, “the first.” Jesus said 
to them, “Amen I say to you, the 
publicans and harlots are entering 
the Kingdom of God before you. 
For John came to you in the way 
of justice, and you did not believe 
him. But the publicans and the 
harlots believed him; whereas you, 
seeing it, did not even repent after- 
ward, that you might believe him” 
(Matthew 21:28-32),

Pope’s Encyclical 
On ‘Eternal King’ 


IS HOLINESS: POPE PIUS 

XII has issued an Encyclical 
calling upon all Christians to 
unite “under one flag” to fight 
the stormy assaults of the infer- 
nal enemy”—Communism. The 
Encyclical is an invitation to all to 
return to the Catholic Church. 


The Encyclical letter of more 
than 10,000 words was issued in 
commemoration of the Council of 
Chalcedon held in the year 451 to 
define against heretics the doctrine 
of the Church that Jesus Christ 
united both the human and the 
divine nature in one Person—that 
“He is truly the Son of God and 
truly the Son of man.” 


Fifteen hundred years ago as 
now, Christendom was divided. His 
Holiness recalls that and warns 
today: “Divided and dispersed, 
Christians cannot continue to lose 
time against the combined hosts” 
of the enemies of God. Pope Pius 
appealed to Eastern Orthodox 
Catholics, Russians included, to 
unite with the Church. “All 
those,” he said, “especially in East- 
ern countries, who because of the 
iniquity of the times are separ- 
ated from the bosom and unity of

Background In History 


‘In the fall of 451 prelates 
from the East and West met 
at Chalcedon near Constantinople 
for the fourth General Council of 
the Church. In 1951 prelates from 
the East and West will meet in 
Rome to send a grateful and re- 
ligious we-than k-you-for-every- 
thing across the fifteen centuries 
to the fathers of the Council. 


His Eminence Gregory Peter XV 
Cardinal Agagianian, Patriarch of 
Cilicia of the Armenians, will be- 
gin the centennial celebration by 
offering a Pontifical Mass in the 
Basilica of St. Mary Major on 
Sunday, October 14. On November 
1 His Holiness Pope Pius XII will 
celebrate a closing Pontifical Mass 
in St. Peter’s. The cornerstone 
will be laid for a new church in 
honor of St. Leo the Great. 


These particular events have 
been chosen with deliberate care. 
They give us the meaning of the 
Council of Chalcedon in 451 and 
1,500 years later in 1951. Then 
and now, the Council was signifi- 
cant theologically, politically, and 
ecclesiastically. : 

For theology Chalcedon was a 
final and unassailable answer to a 
dispute that had been raging, ac- 
tually since the beginning of our 
Lord’s public life—‘What think ye 
of Christ?” The Council defined 
that there are two ‘natures in 
Christ, divine and human, and 
that they are united in one Divine 
Person, the Second Person of the 
Blessed Trinity. In 451 Chalcedon 
established Christ’s rightful place 
in the world. In 1951 when there is 
a movement organized on a world 
scale to tear Christ out of every 
department of human life, Chalce- 
don’s message is timely. It is the 
Pope’s message in other words. 
For they have repeatedly said that 
the only hope of a true reconstruc- 
tion of the world is to restore 
Christ to the world, and which is 
the same thing, the world to Him. 

Chalcedon was the Church’s 
stand on a question that had been 
raised, almost from the time of 
Christ’s public ministry, “Is the 
Church to be made a department 
of the state and used as expedi- 
ency |} tates?” Chalcedon’s defi- 
nition aid not come out of the 
scholarly retreat of prelates and 
theologians. It was wrested out of 
a battle with some of the keenest 
minds of the day backed by the 
almost omnipotent force of the 


state. 

Today the Church is struggling 
with a civil power whose practi- 
cally unlimited resources are be- 
ing used against her which a cun- 
ning few have been able to match. 
Now, as at Chalcedon, her reply 
is: “Render to Caesar the things 
that are Caesar’s, but never to 
Caesar the things that are God's.” 

For the Church Chalcedon was 
a reaffirmation that the Pope as 
the Successor of St. Peter has sov- 
ereign ecclesiastical power. Though 
separatist feelings ran extremely 
high and opposition to the Papacy 
was strong even to the point of 
making Constantinople the “Sec- 
ond Rome,” Chalcedon was con- 
trolled by Pope Leo the Great and 
his legates. At it the cream of the 
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is divinely made to receive all na- 
tions. It is likewise a reply te 
Moscow’s effort to be a i 


Rome.” 

In substance, Chalcedon defined 
that Jesus Christ is a Divine Per- 
son with two natures, divine and 
human. The easiest way to say 
what we mean by “nature” and 
“person” without going into un- 
necessarily long discussions, is to 
say that nature is what you are and 
person is who you are. For exam- 
ple, if you see two men under a 
tree and say they are men, you 
have given their nature (what they 
are). This distin es them 
from the tree which has another 
nature. If you say they are John 
and Peter, you have given their 
personality (who they are). This 
distinguishes those with the same 
nature from one another. _— 

It was perfectly understandable 
to say that Jesus Christ is divine. 
It was equally understandable to 
say that He was human. It is a 
mystery to say that He is both. 
It took a great deal of theological 
speculation, several heresies an 
three General Councils before the 
complete definition of Chalcedon 
was reached.

“As I talked to different Episco- 
pal ministers and lay people im my 
efforts to solve this problem, I 
found each one had his own ideas 


and interpretations. Some believed 
that their Communion Service was 
the same as the Holy Mass of the 
Roman Catholic Church, others be- 
lieved it to be only a symbolic 
ceremony. Some believed in con- 
fession, others did not. Some be- 
lieved in Extreme Unction, others 
did not. Some: believed in saying 
the Rosary, others did not. Some 
believed this part of the bible one 
way, others believed that the same 
parts should be interpreted an- 
other way. 

“In other words they, as a 
church, were not unified in what 
they believed. They apparently 
were firm believers in the idea 
that the scriptures and teachings 
of their leaders were all to be 
believed according to the private 
interpretation of each individual. 
This did not make sense to me, 
for I kept remembering that there 
is only one truth and that Christ, 
the Son of God, said that His 
Church was to be one and unified 
in all things forever. 


Studied Three Years 


“Next, during my three-year 
study to find the real church 
Christ had founded, I studied the 
history books. I studied both 
Protestant and Catholic authors. 
And the facts (I stress facts and 
not merely any opinions nor inter- 
pretations by the authors) proved 
in themselves that the Apostolic 
succession had definitely been bro- 
ken once and for all, and that the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, 
among all other Protestant church- 
es, was definitely not a part in. 
any way of the Church as founded 
by Christ the Son of God. The his- 
torical facts alone, not to mention 
other obvious occurrences, proved 
that all other Protestant churches 
were founded by men, not by the 
God-Man, Christ! 

The final decision was made in 
my late twenties while I was in 
Persia in 1942 while working for 
the American government. Persia 
is a Moslem country and Catholics, 
priests and churches are very few. 
I mention this to prove that there 
was no ‘undue influence,’ nor was 
it a sudden emotional effect. It 
was a decision made after about 
three years of study. I made u my 
mind of my own free will wi 
assistance of God’s Grace in my 
soul. I was determined to become 
a Roman Catholic to save my soul, 
for the saving of one’s soul is the 
real reason for man’s bei on 
earth. 

“I always went back to the fact 
that as long as I believed in Christ 
as the Son of God, then I had to 
believe what He said and do what 
He commanded—that is to belong 
to His Church.

$ ‘| HEARD the funniest story... 

Ha! Ha! Ha! ... Every time I 
think of it 1...” (Time out for 
half smothered laughter!) “Well, 
lemme tell ya! It goes like this.” 
(Burst of uncontrollable mirth, as 
the teller folds into a knot and 
holds his stomach,) ““You see, there 
were two Irishmen .. . this’ll slay 
you... Their names were Pat... 
Ha! Ha! Ha! ...I can hardly wait 
till I get to the point. Anyhow, Pat 
said to Mike... “Gurgle gurgle 
gasp!”

Did you ever hear a fellow—or 
a girl—tell a joke like that? You 
stand shifting from one foot to the 
other trying hard to keep your face 
wreathed in an expectant smile, 
wondering when he will come to 
the point so that you can laugh 
too.

Or, “Well, quite 
obviously that man is his own best 
audience. No need for my joining 
in; he creates laughs and gives 
forth the laughter himself.” 

When I was a very young lad,

met one. I loved to hear his clever

BEST-SELLING book a few 

years ago, suggested in the 
title of this article, emphasized 
the need for certain practical 
natural virtues and _ personality 
traits in order to develop social 
poise, improve business connections 
and achieve financial success. 


Purely natural motives were 
offered to induce people to remake 
themselves into more pleasing per- 
sonalities. A Christian who really 
lives his religion would accomplish 
many of the same results, but 
would have love of God and his 
neighbor as his primary motives, 


The personality each of us has 
naturally makes its impression, 
either good or bad, on those we 
meet. If it is good, we will be able, 
as convert-makers, to gain a hear- 
ing for the Church much more 
successfully. If it is bad, we should 
consciously set out to do something 
about it. 

We should have as our ideal the 
Christ-like personality. 

The effective convert - maker 
maintains a certain cheerful equan- 
imity. 

As long as he is in the friendship 
of God, the essential optimistic 
note of his life is sustained. So 
why should he be sour and dis- 
heartened ? 

Suffering, hardship, day-by-day 
spirit. But he accepts them as 
disappointments may weigh on his 
God’s will for him, and he knows 
that in God’s plan these are the 
materials out of which eternal 
happiness is forged. 

Jesus Christ, having spoken of 
our participation in His own divin- 
ity, added, “These things I have 
spoken to you that my joy may be 
in you, and that your joy may be 
made full.” 

The chronically unhappy, dispir- 
ited Catholic is not an attractive 
advertisement for his religion. 


A non-Catholic naturally will 
conclude that the burden is not so 
light nor the yoke so sweet when 
he encounters a glum Catholic. 
The joy of religion will seem far 
removed. 

And since the non-Catholic, as 
all men, is in search of happiness 
and joy, he will look elsewhere.

If you would expect anyone to 
be converted to Catholicism simply 
by forceful, logical doctrine, you 
would expect it to be St. Augus- 
tine, who possessed one of the 
keenest minds of all times. 

Yet he says of Ambrose, the 
great intellectual who instructed 
and brought him into the Church, 
“Il came to love him, not at first as 
a teacher of the truth, which I had 
utterly despaired of finding in your 
Church, but for his kindness 
towards me.” 

Most people are not long deceiv- 
ed by a non-genuine “front” you 
may assume in order to win them 
over. You will betray yourself by 
unconscious mannerisms, reactions 
and speech to disclose your real 
self. 

You must therefore be sincere, in 


imitation of Christ. One who is 
false and untrue cannot expect 
success, especially in work of God, 


If you are deeply animated with 
love of God and His creatures, no 
matter whom they may be, then 
kindness will show in your eyes, in 
your actions, in your words and 
the way you say them. 


If you have conquered selfish- 
ness, others will want to be with 
you, and do the things that will 
please you and cause you to hold 
them in higher esteem. 

Then they will listen willingly 
to things you have to say, and 
gratefully fulfill any reasonable 
requests you make of them. 


It is frequently through kindness 
that converts are won. 

If- you are kind, of course you 
will be sympathetic and under- 
standing. Many Catholics fail in 
Christlike charity toward their 
separated brethren when it comes 
to actual religious discussions.

Therefore in our 
own humility we give expression to 
the natural sentiments of our 
hearts and praise Him. 


Everything that God made was 
for His own glorification. On 
Christmas the multitude of angels 
sang the “Gloria in Excelsis” — 
“Glory be to God in the highest.” 

We read in the same gospel 
that the shepherds returned from 


‘Bethlehem “praising God” for all 


they had seen and _ heard. 


While God does not need this 
praise, as creatures we owe it 
to Him. We must recognize our 
dependance on Him as Creator, our 
love for Him as Heavenly Father.

To deceive the Catholics that paper 
founded another which it called The 
Menace. This was in the year 1911. 
Thereafter The Appeal to Reason 
talked the “bread and butter” type 
of Socialism, while the chief pur- 
pose of The Menace was to wage 
a campaign of prejudice and hatred 
of the Catholic Church. 

The Appeal sent to Aurora, 
Missouri, where the Menace was 
established, a gentleman who, be- 
cause he was discovered in a crim- 
inal act, committed suicide. 


Then began the formation of 
other organizations controlled by 
Socialists. One of these was called 
The Free Press Defense League, 
which was officered by the prin- 
cipal owner of The Menace. An- 
other man, the business manager of 
The Menace, became first president 
of that organization; and all of 
these gentlemen had belonged to 
the staff of The Appeal to Reason. 
Later The Free Press Defense 
League, which collected a great 
deal of money, purchased The 
Menace. 

The Appeal to Reason, appealing 
chiefly to the laboring man, the- 
oretically was a strong advocate of 
Union Labor, but The Menace 
founded by a Socialist paper, ran 
a “scab” shop, and paid extremely 
low wages to its employees.

So forcibly 
was he struck by what he saw that 
Vamillus decided to form an organ- 
ization which would give the sick 
the care they really needed. His 
WOrk Was recognized, and even- 
tually he became the director of 
St. Giacomo’s hospital. 

At the age of 32, he established 
the Clerks Regular for the Care 
or the Sick, otherwise known as 
Vamillians or Fathers of the Good 
Death. The order was recognized 
and prospered, and today there are 


branches in Boston, Milwaukee and 
Madison.

It is easy to figure out the role 
of God, the prophets, Our Lord, 
and the Jews in the parable. 

“When, therefore,” Jesus goes 
on, “the owner of the vineyard 
comes, what will he do to those 
vine-dressers?” They — the chief 
priests and elders—said to him, 
“He will utterly destroy those evil 
men, and will let out the vineyard 
to other vine-dressers, who will 
render to him the fruits in their 
seasons. : 

Then Jesus points the moral: 
The prophet had predicted, “The 
stone which the builders rejected 
has become the corner stone.”— 
“Therefore I say to you, that the 
kingdom of God will be taken 
away from you and will be given 
to a people yielding its fruits.” 

“And when the chief priests and 
Pharisees had heard his parables,” 
St. Matthew says, “they knew that 
he was speaking about them, And 
though they sought to lay hands 
on him, they feared the people, 
because they regarded him as a 
prophet” (21:45-46). 

That is the background for to- 
day’s Gospel of the wedding feast. 
The central theme in all three par- 
ables is the rejection of the chosen 
people and the call of the Gentiles. 
Our Lord went first to His own 
nation, but they turned Him down 
—crucified Him—and repudiated 
His Gospel. We Gentiles are His 
second choice, as it were: The na- 
tion that first (in our pagan days) 
said No then repented and did His 
will, rather than the Chosen Peo- 
ple who gave mere lip-service; we 
are the nation that will turn over 
the rental from the vineyard. 


The Parable Explained 


Those invited first to today’s 
wedding feast—by the prophets 
and by Our Lord Himself—are the 
Jews, who treated the invitation 
lightly, “laid hold of his servants, 
treated them shamefully, and 
killed them.” | 

The king—Almighty God—was 
angry. He destroyed those murder- 
ers and burnt their city. While this 
is allegory, there is more than a 
hint here of the destruction of Je- 
rusalem and the seattering of the 
Jews to be accomplished by the Ro- 
mans some forty years later. 

Now the servants—God’s mess- 
engers, the Apostles and other 
bearers of the glad tidings—are 
sent all over the world to call in 
“whomever you shall find.” That’s 
us—the non-Jews, 

_The wedding feast lasts up un- 
til the end of the world and on 
through eternity. At judgment, the 
king enters the hall to see who is 
worthy to stay.

Devotion to Our Lady of La Salette was officially approved 100 years ago this 
month (Sept. 19) in a pastoral letter issue by Bishop Philibert De Bruillard of Grenoble. On the Alpine 
site, five years before (Sept. 19, 1846), two peasant children saw an apparition of the Blessed Virgin. 
message Our Lady gave to the children was conveyed in 1851 to Pope Pius IX, and to him alone, and 
has since been designated as the “Secret” of La Salette. The Missionaries of La Salette were founded to 
the apparition site after pilgrims to it increased in large numbers. 


generous?’ Even so,” says Our 
Lord, “the last shall be first, and 
the first last.” 


All these words involve the 
mysteries of God’s Providence. Fa- 
ther Prat says that “the man ex- 
cluded from the final feast because 
he has not the wedding garment, 
which he could and should have 
provided for himself, is brought in 
only as an example. It is not said 
how many will find themselves in 
a similar condition. The parable 
does not allow any conclusion, 
either to the small number of the 
elect in proportion to the mass of 
the human race, or, a fortiori, to 
the proportion of Christians repro- 
bated in comparison with those 
who are saved. These abstruse 
questions which divine Providence 
has kept to itself, do not enter in- 
to the perspective of the parable 
story” (Jesus Christ, II, p. 219). 

On the other hand, the Confra- 
ternity Commentary summarizes 
the verse as follows: “Although the 
Jews who were invited to the King- 
dom of God were many, yet com- 
paratively few of them answered 
the invitation and actually en- 
tered the kingdom” (p. 149). 

In other words, think of how 
few converts we have from Juda- 
ism even today!

otre Dame was September 5, 
many members of the press make 
a tour of the major mid-western 
schools to get a line on upcoming 
prospects. 

An early visitor to the Notre 
Dame practice scene was Jack 
Clowser of the Cleveland Press. 
After examining the roster of 
the Irish, Clowser said to Coach 
Frank Leahy: “Leahy, you know 
if your lads wear their green 
shirts this coming season, it will 
be most appropriate and not 
necessarily for the usual reason 
that they are the Fighting 
Irish.” 


What prompted Clowser’s re- 
mark was that out of a squad of 
90, he had noted that 67% were 
either sophomores or freshmen. 
In other words, two out of every 
three men trying out for the 
Notre Dame varsity this year 
are newcomers , . . adding up, 
therefore, to the greenest squad 
ever coached by Frank Leahy. 
... possibly the greenest group 
ever to represent the Irish. 


What brought about this gen- 
eral handicap of inexperience? 
Well, I think it could be said that 
the Notre Damers are still suf- 
fering from the general exodus 
which followed the national cham- 
pionship 1949 season . . . ten of 
the first eleven, and 17 of the top 
22 men were graduated. 

Lost from 1950 were 13 mono- 

ram winners including All Amer- 
icans Bob Williams, quarterback, 


Sean anae!

“Our opener will be played at 
Notre Dame with Indiana, and 
over the past three years, under 
Clyde Smith, the Hoosiers -have 
become one of the ranking teams 
in the country, a fact we. were 
made well aware of last October 
at Bloomington.

This time the Texans think 
it is going to be their turn. Tom 
Hamilton has taken over the reins 
at Pittsburgh, and any team he 
coaches is a formidable opponent. 
Purdue, under Stu Holcomb, still 
has many of the men who ended 
Notre Dame’s unbeaten streak a 
year ago, particularly the passing 
quarterback, Dale Samuels. 


“The Nayy renaissance came 
into actuality, after many hours 
of patient labor by Eddie Erde- 
latz, in the final game against 
Army last year and they will 
probably continue to tread a 
path of victory. Michigan State, 
under the astute Biggie Munn, 
probably has a good as team as 
there is in the land. They are 
the outfit to beat for national 
honors. Carl Snavely, at North 
Carolina, had a good sophomore 
team two years ago. In 1949, 
they gave us all kinds of trou- 
ble for three quarters. Only a 
long pass in the closing minutes 
allowed us to win last year.

A FEW weeks ago a group 


composed of 18 families with 


their children and several single adults, together with 
their priest—all told about 80 persons—made an inspiring 
“Holy Year Pilgrimage.” This first community pilgrimage 
of Shanks Village—a student-veteran project justly priding 
itself on its pioneer qualities—was not in the medieval 
style, nor did we travel to Rome.+— 


It was a modern pilgrimage in 
automobiles and we took advan- 
tage of the privilege of receiving 
the Jubilee Indulgence, a plenary 
indulgence extended from the Holy 
Year by Pope Pius XII till Decem- 
ber 31, 1951. 


Thanks to one mother in our vil- 
lage and her persistence the idea 
of such a pilgrimage had steadily 
gained — during the past six 
months, finding encouragement 
and finally translation into action 
by several of the fathers. 


If, from beginning to end it was 
lay-people who conceived and exe- 
cuted this idea, it could never have 
been accomplished: so inspiringly 
and beneficially without the act- 
fve interest of our four priests, 
shepherds of a far-flung and busy 
parish. | 

We were fortunate to have Fr. 
Kane participate — he, who spoke 
simply, but convincingly some 
Sundays ago, insisting that a pil- 
grimage is not a fetish, but a true 
expression of Christian community 
spirit. 

We established no committee to 
promote this pilgrimage. In our 
village chapel bulletin, distributed 
weekly, we printed the pertinent 
information and explained briefly 
the spiritual value of this exercise. 
The rest was done from the pulpit 
and above all by personal contacts. 
Unfortunately half a dozen famil- 
les who had been enthusiastic pro- 
moters were away for this part of 
the summer. We thought of them 
and hope that they will be the nuc- 
leus of a second pilgrimage of this 
kind in the fall. 

For most attending, their com- 
ing had not been easy. Some 
brought along their company, 
some expectant mothers were far 
advanced, some postponed for a 
few hours a pressing engagement. 
But all tried to live the spirit of 
Sunday: the day of Christ and of 
the family. Even two non-Catholics 
were persuaded to join us. All were 
spiritually exhilerated by their 
own sacrificial effort to come and 
the spirit of the pilgrimage was 
heightened by it. 

We feel sure our pilgrimage 
benefitted our “fratres absentes,” 
and just as those absent brethren 
benefited from the good works of 
those present so did the “old 
stand-bys” benefit from the ap- 

earance of many unexpected new 


rewards a thousand-fold to the in- 
dividual, the families, the com- 
munity and parish — to all united 
in Christ’s Mystical Body. 


Family Participation 


At two o’clock of this very hot, 
muggy afternoon we assembled at 
the village chapel and filled up the 
available cars by taking in those 
who had no transportation. An 
important consideration of this pil- 
“ges was to make it possible 
or those without cars to partici- 
pate. It had also been emphasized 
that couples were expected to 
bring their children — that our 
children were to be a part of this 
pilgrimage; no one was to stay 
home because of them. This was 
responded to wholeheartedly — one 
family being represented by three 
generations. 


Just before starting out our 

astor and a few fathers had a 

asty conference, the first and only 
one, to work out the plan for the 
afternoon. Then in the spirit of 
the day’s Gradual, the caravan of 
heavy laden cars pulled out on its 
first of four visits to nearby 
churches. “In God hath my heart 
confided, and I have been helped.” 


The first stop was at the neigh- 
boring parish church of Our Lady 
of the Sacred Heart of Tappan, 
New York. In a festive spirit all 
piled out of the cars; there were 
more greetings as more pilgrims 
joined us here. We began to feel 
like a group together entering on 
a great purpose. It took some time 
till all the children were quietly 
assembled in church. Then one of 
the family-fathers commenced 
with the Holy Father’s prayer for 
the Holy Year. 


“Almighty and Eternal God, 
with our soul we thank Thee for 
the great gift of the Holy Year. 
Heavenly Father, Thou who seest 
all things, Who searchest and: dost 
guide the hearts of men, make 
them responsive, in this time of

“May the Holy Year be for all 
men a year of purification and 
sanctification, of interior life and 
reparation, the year of the great 
return and the great pardon. 

“Bestow on those, who are suf- 
fering persecution for the Faith, 
Thy spirit of fortitude, to unite

“Protect, O Lord, the Vicar of 
Thy son on earth together with all 
bis pc abi religious and all 
the faithful. Vouchsafe that all, 
both priests and laity, the young, 
the mature, and the old, united in- 
timately in thought and affection, 
may become as a solid rock, 
against which the fury of Thy 
enemies will break in vain.

May the 
rainbow of peace cover with the 
sweep of its serene light the Land 
sanctified by the life and passion 
of Thy Divine Son. 


“God of all consolations: Deep 
is our misery, grave are our faults, 
countless our needs. But greater 
still is our trust in Thee. Conscious 
of our unworthiness, we lovingly 
place our lot in Thy hands, uniting 
our weak prayers to the interces- 
sion and the merits of the most 
glorious Virgin Mary and all the 
Saints.

We prayed it together, in unison, 
aware of its deep significance and 
forming concretely the intentions 
of our afternoon’s exercise. The 
same father led us in the other 
rayers, for the intention of our 
Holy Father, five times the Our 
Father, Hail Mary and Glory Be, 
followed by the Apostles’ Creed. 
Then in addition three Hail Marys 
followed each time by the invoca- 
tion Queen of Peace, Pray for us. 
And how this rang out in our 
troubled times! The Salve Regina 
concluded our recitation. 

It was hot and the children were 
naturally listless — the thoughts 
of some must have wandered a bit. 
But this little church held many 
memories. Significant family 
feasts had been observed in this 
very place. These were recalled by 
more than the family circle, be- 
cause it is our custom here to in- 
vite friends and neighbors to join 
in our spiritual celebrations. 

It was just a few months back 
that Francis, oldest boy in a family 
of. six children (incidentally the 
largest family participating in this 


pilgrimage) served for the first} 


time as altar boy. All had gone 
well, until he had to carry the Mis- 
sal to the gospel side. When he 
went to put it down (he was nerv- 
ous or too short — nobody will 
ever know) the Missal touched the 
front edge of the altar and top- 
pled over, resting on his head like 
a bishop’s mitre. Francis stood 
frozen until liberated by the cele- 
brating priest. 

It was occurences such as this 
which some recalled as all piled 
back into the cars. On the trip 
from church to church, (three oth- 
ers besides our parish church) it 
was left entirely up to the families 
what pattern to follow. Some sang, 
some told their children of the sig- 
nificance of the saints whose 
churches we were visiting, some 
just talked, getting to know their 
neighbors better. 

At St. Margaret’s Church in 
‘Pearl River another family-father 
lead in the prayers. Happily we 
observed that everyone was in ex- 
cellent voice; the prayers rang out 
loud and confidently, The usty 
spontaneity of the group prayers 
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proved better than anything else. 

Here at this church some of us 
renewed our marriage vows at our 
first Cana Conference almost two 
years ago. It had been 


in Holy Communion to some of our 
mothers who had their babies at 
nearby Pearl River Hospital. 


The drive took us through the 
beautiful countryside of Rockland 
County, with fields and orchards 
bearing abundant fruit. It occurred 
to us that here indeed we can pray, 
“Honor the Lord with thy su 
stance and with the first of all thy 
fruits: and thy barns shall be filled 
with abundance, and thy presses 
shall run over with wine.” 


Thus we came n St. An- 
thony’s in Nanuet; a famous shrine 
to the scriptural doctor and mir- 
acle man which many of us had 
iy ape before. Our priest had 
made previous arrangements with 
the various parish pastors so that 
our presence would not interfere 
with other church activities. He 
saw to it that here also all went 
well. St. Anthony is kept ex- 
tremely busy at this shrine and 
while other pilgrims were giving 
him their veneration a third fam- 
ily-father led our group in the 
prayers. 

The climax came. with our 
fourth and last visit, back in our 
own parish church, St. Catherine of 
Alexandria at Blauvelt. The chil- 
dren had been amazingly good so 
far. They too loved “the beauty of 
Thy house.” The youngest pilgrim 
was Maureen Ann. It was here 
that she had been baptized on 
July 8. Many of us had received 
various sacraments here — bap- 
tism, penance, communion, matri- 
mony ..: and recently we even 
buried a_ little saint from here, 
Michael just three days old. 

It was here, where joys and sor- 
rows have been welding us togeth-|} 
er into a community of families 
that a_ befitting end to our pil- 
grimage awaited us. Fr. Kane, as-j} 
sisted by one of the men of the 
group at the foot of the altar, in- 
toned the QO Salutaris Hostia. 
Strong and happy the pilgrims 
joined in. Then the priest led us 
for the fourth and final time in the 
prayers followed by Tantum Ergo, 
sung by all. Benediction had a re-

It doesn’t take — long to see where the 
unlimited substitutions rule could very easily be a safety measure. If 
it means more rest for the players, then the entertainment value of 
Football should be sacrificed. 

Football is an important part of the educational process, It is a 
body-builder and a character-builder. Besides its value to the individual, 
it helps to increase the general morale and good sportsmanship of the 
entire school from a spectator point of view. 

Consequently, it takes a lot more than a coach, 11 healthy boys 
with plenty in reserve and some football know-how to make a football 
team. Christian standards of morals are a vital part of every football 
cel simply proves,” the Life editorial says in speaking of the re- 
cent basketball and West Point scandals, “that the average young man 
who is being bribed by a college to go out and win games sees very 
little difference in being bribed by ie te else to go out and fix the 
games.” Nowhere in the editorial does Life hint that it might be a lack 
of Christian morals which is the underlying cause of these scandals. 

The solution to the whole problem is in the high schools. Coach, 
players, students, school officials and parents are the important factors. 

The coach (usually a recent college graduate filled with fine ideals 
about working with youth) and the players are ready to give their all 
just for the pure pleasure of sport. The students are worked up with the 
spirit of their school. 

After this the ideal fades. School officials and parents are apt 
to be a little disinterested. It shouldn’t be that way. Their support is 
the most vital factor in the whole set-up. Encouragement from these 
two sources will go a long way in keeping athletics Simon-pure in our 
high schools. When these athletes get to college, the groundwork will 
have been accomplished. 

Get out and attend the next high school football game in your 
locality. If you know a member of the team or the coach, tell them 
what a good job they are doing. Back up the schools in teaching the 
students that they have a conscience and that there is a God. Then 
this ugly blot on American youth will be cleared away.

ter. 


With the appointment of Mr.

Lapsed Into 


Chicago—(NC)—The words of a 
portion of the “Angelus” were the 
last spoken words on earth of 
Mother Agnes of Jesus, “little 
mother” of St. Therese of the In- 
fant Jesus who died July 28, ac- 
cording to details on the death re- 
ceived here by the national director 
of the Society of the Little Flower. 


The Rev. Paul -T. Hoban, O. 
Carm., who summarized a report 
from the Carmelite convent in Lis- 
ieux, France, where Mother Agnes 
was a nun for 8 years, said the 89- 
year-old Religious passed into a 
coma on July 15 while saying the 
“Angelus” aloud. 


“Significantly, her last spoken 
words on earth were the invocation, 
‘Behold the handmaid of the 
Lord,’ ” Father Hoban said. Death, 
which came two weeks later, was 
attributed to uremic poisoning. 
Mother Agnes, whom St. Therese 
referred to as her “second mother,” 
suffered a heart attack on Decem- 
ber 12, 1950. Although she later 
improved enough to be wheeled to 
the garden and chapel at the Car- 
mel, her health remained precar- 
ious. 


According to Father Hoban, spe- 
cial commemoration of Mother A - 
nes’ contribution to the Little 
Flower’s sanctity will be made dur- 
ing novenas at the National Shrine, 
Chicago, and in many other church- 
es throughout the country in cele- 
bration of Saint Therese’s feast 
day on October 3. 


Mother Agnes was St. Therese’s 
older sister. Upon the death of 
their mother when Therese was 
only four she commenced guiding 
the Saint in her training and edu- 
cation as a child, Later St. The- 
rese followed Agnes into the Lis- 
leux convent as a Carmelite nun, 
and at a subsequent date Mother 
Agnes became the Saint’s religious 
mother as Prioress.
